His ties 
with Che Church were never broken. FERRIE was reported to 
have been an impostor and that he had for several years 
nosed as a doctor and was employed by Eastern primes 
until they discovered that he had never been tnru medical 
school. FERRIE then posed as a lawyer for several years 
Sil he was disbarred by some objectionable attorneys. 

irrptjTT is reoorted to have become closely associated with 
jIcK^S. martin, a private investigator, thru his^Church_^ 
activities and they became closely associated. Thw th^^ 
early acquaintance, MARTIN was always subordinate to FERRIE 
and did what he was told to do. Both were interested in 
the Civil Air Patrol movement and FERRIE, being a 
foudd this a perfect organization to associate l^-mself 'with 
young boys to satisfy his sexual desires. Due to the 
activitiL of these boys and FERRIE, he was dismissed from 
the Civil Air Patrol.
